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Nazis Claiming 
Soviets Routed 
In Crimea Fight 


By The Canadian Press 
Germany claimed today the 
Russian army of the Crimea, split 
by an assault by land and air, 
was trying to leave the peninsula 
through the Black Sea ports of 
Sevastapol and Kersh. 


The Hitler command pictured the 
Russian retreat there as a near rout, 
claiming German forces had cap- 
tured 53,175 prisoners, 230 tanks, 
218 cannon, several armored trains 
and other war material, 

Far from the Crimean front, in 
the Donets basin to the north, the 
industrial centre of Kursk, on the 
railway running north from Khar- 
kov throug: Orel and “ula to 
Moscow, had been captured. Kursk 
is 125 miles north of Kharkov. 


RECAPTURED BY RUSS 

Although the Russians readily 
acknowledged the siege of Moscow 
was becoming most grave, Red 
army dispatches reported recapture 
of the northern section of Kalinin, 
miles from the capital on its 
northern flank, They said that 
thousands of Germans were buried 
under the flaming debris of houses 
blasted by the defenders, 

The Crimean fighting was a 
test for all arms of Russia's forces 
—land, sea and air. German occu- 
pation of the Crimea would in- 
clude the Red fleet's naval base at 
Sevastopol as well as strategic air 
fields and give the Germans new 
jumping off places for attacks on 
the Red fleet if not actually a new 
approach to the oil-rich Caucasus,

| Smashing Assaults 
On Italian Cities 


LONDON, Novy. 3.—(CP)—Smash- 
jing assaults upon Naples, Italy's 
most-bombed city, and the Sicilian

They Mustn't Listen 


Vichy has sent out news that here- 
after any French man or woman in the 
unoccupied part of the country will 


come in for “severe penalties” if caught | 


listening to British or other named 


foreign broadcasts. This wipes out | 


another difference between conditions 
prevailing in Vichy territory and in 
that ruled directly by the gauleiters. 
Frenchmen have now little more liberty 
in the one section of France than in the 
other, though the Nazis have not yet 
thought it safe to impose in the Vichy 
section the outrageous penalties they 
are applying in the occupied zone. 

The reason for this new order of 
suppression is self-evident. It is issued 
only because large and ever larger 
numbers of people in Vichy territory 
have been listening to the messages 
from General de Gaulle and spokesmen 
of the countries which are fighting to 
destroy the tyranny that has imposed 
itself upon France. And it shows that 
as a result of these messages the cause 
of Free France is gaining ground dan- 
gerously in the unoccupied, as in the 
occupied, area. If this were not the case 
Berlin would not compel Petain to add 
to his already plentiful difficulties that

The Serbs Set The Pace 


Berne reports that two hundred 
Serbians were killed in an all-night bat- 
tle with Axis forces. How many Fascist 
or Nazi soldiers were killed is not 
stated, the censor no doubt having 
deleted that information from the 
despatch. From what is known of the 
Serbians it can be assumed with con- 


fidence that they gave a good account | 


of themselves in the fighting and made 
plenty of gaps in the ranks of their ad- 
versaries. A report similar to this 
appeared about two weeks ago. The 
ate indication is that an active little 
war is going on in Yugoslavia, despite 
the impossibility that weapons can be 
reaching the insurgents from abroad. 

Jugosiav authorities in London say 
the insurgent bands are $0,000 strong, 
and have played such havoc with the 
Italian occupation troops that German 
forces have had to be sent to reinforce 
these, Mussolini's “seven million bay- 
onets” not being able to cope with the 
situation. 

What Jugoslavia now is, the other 
occupied countries are tending to be- 
come, theatres of organized wide-scale 
revolt. When these display the same 
determination to fight for their free- 
dom it will be possible to send British- 
Allied expeditionary forces to the con- 
tinent with some definite prospect of 
establishing new fronts of dependable 
resistance and to make these bases for 
aggressive action.

The big news of this week, of course, 
was the sinking on Thursday of the United 
States destroyer Reuben James by a Ger- 
man torpedo somewhere off the west 
coast of Iceland. 

The significance of this event did not 


| lie in the fact, but in the implication. And 


that the incident forged another link in 
the chain that is slowly 
but inevitably drawing 
the United States into a 
shooting war. 

After the anouncement 
of the disaster, President 
Roosevelt declared that 
he saw no possibility of 
immediately severing 
diplomatic relations with 
Germany and that the 
sinking of the Reuben 
James would not affect 
the American policy with 
regard to Germany. 

hat, of course, is a jigure of speech. 
No one can understand bow this hostile 
act could fail to affect the American 
policy. 

What Mr. Roosevelt probably meant 
was that he would not be tricked by Ger- 
many into a hasty act which is probably 
what Hitler hoped to accomplish through 
this treacherous violence. 


Motives 


To understand this incident and the 
circumstances which surround it, one 
must look very closely into the motives 
which have impelled the Nazis to deliber- 
ately and maliciously seek out American 
vessels and American warships for attack. 

It can only be conjectured that Hitler, 
knowing that America is destined for war 
anyway hopes to provoke the United 
States into a declaration. 

Now, in our viewpoint, this declara- 
tion would be a good thing because it 
would immediately place the United 
States on a war footing and enable the

We soldiers’ wives support as many 
charitable, patriotic and social enterprises 
as possible; buy war savings certificates 
each month; send one thousand cigarettes 
per month to our husbands; send as many 
comforts to them as possible; pay our rent 
(quite high in clean houses, free from 
vermin), and, of course, we have to eat. 
Our wardrobes have to be meagre. We 
practically live on a charge account. 

Now when a soldier’s wife is physically 
and mentally capable of holding a posi- 
tion in a department store and was given 
the job in preference to a single girl—why 
blame the soldier's wife? That extra 
money comés in so handy. We have future 
homes to prepare for. It eases the pain of 
parting in a small way when one is kept 


May I extent my most heartfelt sym- 
pathy to the soldier's widow who lives on 
So little? The working classes have plead- 
ed since the close of the Great War for 
better conditions in Canada. I hope they 
will continue to do so. 

Please, Soldier's Widow, don’t call us 
war brides silly schoolgirls. When the 
boys we loved enlisted we did only what 
every woman since Eve has done. We 
married to have as much happiness and 
memories as we could before they had to 
leave us for “over there.” I know you 
have reason to be bitter, but please don’t 
embitter us too. 

Another please to those lucky women 
who belong to the Red Crass in all com- 
munities. You women have done and are 
doing so much for our husbands. We ap- 
preciate it. But could you do something 
for their loved ones too? Please don’t 
criticize their wives who live in your dif- 
ferent comrnunities. 

You attend dances, shows, even parties, 
but you are lucky—you have your hus- 
bands. We need diversion too. When we 
attend dances why make it a scandal? If 
we have a male partner why make it sor- 
In nine cases out of ten, it is a friend 
of long standing that the soldier's wife 
Please don't dub a soldier's 
wife a “grass widow.” Don’t sneer and 
raise your eyebrows at her. Put yourself 
in her position. What would you do with 
lonely days and lonely nights? Remember 
one can be lonesome in a crowd.

For Hitler must always have known 
that the empire of the Nazis required the 
destruction of these nations by causing 


| the death of all who are capable of lead- 
| ing them, and by reducing the remaining 


population to the condition of hopeless, 
illiterate serfs and slaves. However effec- 
tively he might for a time deceive or cor- 
rupt or intimidate the ruling classes, it 
was certain—and with his knowledge of 
human nature he must surely have known 
it—that his victims would not give up 
without a struggle. The outbreak of ter- 
rorism and sabotage must have been fore- 
seen and the Nazi response is almost cer- 
tainly not a hastily improvised reprisal 
but a calculated and far-sighted policy. 


Break Resistance 


The history of Hitler's treatment of 
Poland—the first nation to resist him— 
shows clearly enough that his policy is not 
to occupy a country and then to win the 
collaboration of its people but to break 
forever its capacity for resistance. The 
method is to kill, imprison, torture and 
exile so many of the leading members of 
the nation that there are no leaders left, 
no rallying points of resistance, no organ- 
izers, no sources of hope and revival. He 
does not do these things as reprisals 
against an occasional snipe’, or an occa- 
sional assassin, or against acts of sabotage. 
If the occupied nation could conceivably 
restrain itself and discipline itself to per- 
fect obedience to him, he would stil] have 
to do what he does, if nec@ssary by in- 
venting pretext. For at bottom nations are 
not conquered in Hitler's meaning of the

I said the gov- 
ernment announced a cost of living bonus 
for men in cushy jobs such as the Dom- 
inion civil service. I knew they were not 
getting it—yet. Will Mr, Belcher say that 
they are not to get it? As to the term 
“cushy jobs,” I would inform Mr. Belcher 
that, in the army, any pen-pushing job be- 
hind the lines is a cushy job. 

Mr. Belcher may have been honest 
when he misquoted the figure of $60 as 
what I gave as the allowance to depend- 
ents’ including two, four or six children. 
The true figure is $79, what appeared in 
my letter was $69. I have no means of 
telling whether that was a typographical 
error on my part or on the compositor’s.

Thus, 
an American declaration of war would 
break things wide open in the Pacific and 
practically force the Japanese, under the 
terms of their agreement, to give Hitler 
immediate military aid. 

President’s Plan 

President Roosevelt doubtless has this 
fact in mind when be declares that the 
naval atrocity will not aifect American 
policy towards Germany. 

In short, he prefers to wage an un- 
declared war to giving the Japanese an 
excuse for jumping in on Russia’s back. 

In case we are tempted to criticize ap 
parent American indifference in these af- 
fairs, it is worth noting here that the 
American viewpoint has again under 
gone a tremendous change in the past few 
days. It has definitely swung again to- 
wards participation in the wat. 

The greatest fecior in this change is 
the Arnerican Legion which has been tire- 
lessly plumping for participation since 
August. Its campaign is now bearing 
fruit. 

The American Legion is immensely in- 


fluential. It has a million and a half 
members. Its woman’s auxiliary numbers 
300,000, The Sons of the Legion muster 


240,000 members. Engaged in acts of 
charity and compassion, such as giving 
away iron lungs and medicines to the sick, 
its friends are numbered by the million.

Now what has happened is that 
the young chi!2 who steals from 
lack of experience, has no idea 
how society feels about an ap- 
propriation of the property of 
another. He has no idea how we 
as parents, feel toward monty. 
Grabbing a few pennies seems to 
him no more of a crime than 
taking some candy from the 
living-room table. In fact, if the 
candy were intended for company 
the mother might make as «teat 
a fuss over it. But AFTER he 
has taken the pennies the child 
discovers by our attitude and our 
tense disapproval that pennies are 
different. Money spells power 
and candy does not, 

A mother says her. boy of 5 has 
always had everything he wanted 
He has been given money for ice 
cream and candy and the more he: 
has the more he wants. “He doesn't 
appreciate it, for at times he has 
had as much as fifteen or twenty 
cents a day, counting what we and 
others give him. I tried to cut down 
on this and he took pennies from 
my bank, I hid it but it worries 
me that if it were around he would 
take them. How can I get him out 
of this spending habit?” 

Your initial mistake was to give 
him such large sums whenever he 
asked for them. ‘You have made 

spending interesting to him and yet 
have made money seem valueless 
by the careless way in which you 
have allowed him to handle it.

You were right to put tempt- 
ation out of his way as he is too 
young to resist it, especially with 
the past education he has had in 
spending.

Quarts of milk in the family re- | 
frigerators are the big guns of our | 
nutritional defense, Milk qualifies | 


as protective chiefly because of its | 


calcium, high-quality protein, vita- 
min A and riboflavin 

The mistaken notion that miik 
is fattening may cause some adults 


to cut down on it. Considering the 
important protective values of milk, 


this is an extremely short-sighted 
policy. Foods are classified as fat- 
tening or non-fattening according 
to the calories they contain. In pro- 
portion to its other food values 
milk has comparatively few cal- 
ories-—about 170 to a glass. Cutting 


down on milk and other protective

Tnasmuch as there is considerable | 
popular interest in the subject of| 
foot ills, I am going to devote the 
article today to answering some of | 
the common questions about feet 
Now for the question: “Is there 
connection between weak! 
ankles and weak arches?” In pic 
turing the parts of the foot which | 
bears the weight, you might picture | 
them as a triangle. The hee! is one 
point of the triangle—the other two 
points occur at the ball of the foot 
Now build up this triangle until it | 
looks like a pyramid, with the ankle | 
bone at the top | 
The person who walks with the| 
toes pointed out may complain of | 
ankle weakness. In fact, the inner 
bones may de 
velop such a tilt from this position | 
that the bones almost rub against} 
each other. The patient with weak 


longitudinal arches often walks} 
with the feet in the toeing-out} 


Position simply because the arches 
running the length of the foot are 
So weak that they do not support} 
the weight properly, | 

However, the oppusite way of 


and the toes will then be held in 
a pigeon-toed position. When thig 
position is taken it means that the! 
Patient is trying to take some of! 
the load off the inner part of the | 
foot which is the weak part, by! 
rolling it over toward the outside | 
which is the stronger part. 

Remember, for the ankle boner 
to remain in their correct positions | 
the weight-bearing parts of the feet | 
normal and this means, 
the arches must be normal. 

Now for the next question: 
“Should all children go barefoot?” | 
That is a hard question to answer, ; 
for the child will benefit from going | 
barefoot while walking on certain 
kinds of surfaces and may be harm-| 
ed by being barefoot while walking 
on very hard surfaces, Thus, while 
Walking on sand or on gfass, the 
barefoot state may be helpful, but 
on the other hand, it is probably 


injurious to go barefoot while walk- | 
ing much on hard cement. | 

“Is the one with a very high arch | 
absolutely safe from fallen arches?” | 
The test of the foot is how wel] it! 
functions, that is, how well it per-| 
forms its work. The arch may be 
high and still the foot may not be 
functioning normally, Sometimes 
the arch which looks to be high 
While the foot is free from weight, 
may be found to sag when the! 
Weigtt is thrown upon it. Occas-! 
lonally, a severe Case of arch 
trouble will be found in a person} 
having these high arches, The re-| 
verse of this is also true, and some- 
times a doctor making examinations 
of many feet comes across a patient 
with seemingly “flat” feet is func- 
tioning well in spite of the handi- 
cap. 

“When one arch is lower than the! 
other, does this affect the bones) 
of the pelvis?” When one arch is! 
considerably iower than the other, | 
this has the effect of muking the 
legs of unequal length so that one| 
is apparently shorter than the other 
The result is that the pelvis will) 
sag an one side, There may be! 
enough change te produce consider- | 
able difference in the Pelvis, Very 
often this induces an arch through 
the lower back ae the body tries; 
to adjust itself to the changed con- 
dition. 

“What part of the weight does the 
jong arch of the foot carry?” When 
the toes are pointed straight ahead, 
the long arch of the foot carries 
about 30 per cent, or about one 
third, of the body weight. 

“Is it necessary that the stockings 
fit the feet?” The stockings should 
be chosen with as much care as the
